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State Department presses 
employees to protect secrets 


Study; Dozens of corporate 
businesses pay little, no taxes

WASHINGTON (AP) - Paper 
shredders. State Department 
employees are told, must trim — 
classified documents down to 
slices no larger than 1/32 inch by 
1/2 inch. Disposal can also be 
achieved, they are advised, with 
machines that that can “pulver- 
iie" secrets into powder. Safes 
storing sensitive materials must 
weigh at lca.si 500 pounds - too 
heavy to be caned off. 

' James D. Tromatter makes 
these points tirelessly in briefing 
^ter briefing as part of the State 
-Department’s intensified efforts 
to keep employees security con- 
scious - and secret materials 
away from unauthorized eyes. 

Since May, about 9,000 employ- 
ees have heard the message from 
the amiable yet no-nonsense 
Tromatter, who gave up ^s Army 
career four years ago to become a 
security expert at State. 
Attendance is mandatory. 

. The goal of Secretary of State 
Madeleine Albright is to end a 
string of security lapses plaguing 
the department, the result, many 
in Congress believe, of a culture 
that is inattentive to security 
requirements. There was the case 
of the Russian spy operation a 
year ago that involved use of a 
sophisticated eavesdropping 
device planted in a seventh-floor

conference room. The Russian 
who got caught listening to the

More significant is the caw of 
the laptop computer with highly 
classified information that disap- 
peared around Feb. 1 from a con- 
ference room in the department’s 
Bureau of Intelligence and 
Research. It was alleged to have 
contaAcd highly classified infor- 
mof(pn about arms proliferation 
issu\s :>>id about sources and 
mclhdds of U.S. ihielligencc col- 
lection. The lapses left Albright 
feeling “humiliated.” At a meet- 
ing of State Department employ- 
ees, she dispensed with the ambi- 
guities so common to her trade. 

“I don’t care how skilled you 
are as a diplomat, how brilliant 
you may be at meetings, or how 
creative you arc os on administni- 
tor, if you are not a professional 
about security, you are a failure,” 
she said. Less than three weeks 
later, Tromatter began his brief- 
ings, which consist largely of 
reminders.* Top secret material is 
always covered by a special sheet 
tliat identifies it as such. Use red 
“secret” labels on computer disks 
that have been used on classified 
computers. To hand-carry top 
secret information requires a top- 
secret clearance. 


Astronauts put last touches on space station 


- CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) - Space shuttle Discovery’s 
astronauts gave the international 
space station another once-over 
Thursday, testing newly installed 
equipment, checking for mold 
and dropping off supplies for the 
three men who will move in 
soon. 

Commander Brian Duffy said 
the astronauts took great care to 
make sure everythihg_ is perfect 
when the space station’s first 
full-time crew arrives In 
November. 

“I think they’re rcoUy going to 
be happy to get here,” he said. 

; , Discovery and its seven astro- 
* hauts arc swedulcd to pull away 
' from the space station today 


after a week of construction 
work. Their departure will be a 
little later than planned. 

The astronauts fell behind in 
their work Thursday, so Mission 
Control gaVe them until Friday 
to seal the hatches between the 
shuttle and the station. That 
pushed bock the shuttles 
undocking by 1.5 hours, or one 
orbit. 

With Mission Control’s help, 
the astronauts tested the four 
motion-control gyroscopes they 
instolled earlier in the mission. 
The massive gyroscopes were 
spun briefly at 100 revolutions 
per minute, well below the 6,600 
rpm that will be required for 
operations early next year. 


The gyroscopes checked out 
fine.And there were no signs of 
mold or mildew anywhere on 
board, but the crew wiped 
behind panels with a fungicide 
all the same. 


'* WASHINGTON (AP) - Dozens 
of America’s most profitable com- 
panies enjoyed tax-free years dur- 
ing the 1990s largely because of 
Ic^ tax breaks, an independent 
study released Thursday found. 

The report by the nonprofit 
Institute on Taxation and 
Economic Policy found that 250 
companies paid an effective tax 
rate of 20.1 percent in 1998, down 
from 22.9 percent just two years 
before. The federal income tax 
rate for corporations is supposed 
lo be 35 percent. 

Of the 250 companies studied. 
41 enjoyed at least one year of no 
income taxes or an actual rebate 
from the federal government, 
despite pretax profits of $25.8 bil- 
lion from 1996-98. 

If all 250 companies had paid 
the full 35 percent on $735 billion 
in' pretax profits, the study esti- 
mated tlic total income tax would 
have come to S257 billion. But tax 
breaks put into law by Congress 

Drug firms seek 
to block new law 

PORTLAND. Maine (AP) - A 
pharmaceutical industry group is 
asking a federal judge to block 
Maine's pioneering law aimed at 
cutting the cost of prescription 

•^*rSe Pharmaceutical Research 
and Manufacturers of America, 
known as PhRMA, asked U.S. 
District Judge D. Brock Hornby 
for a preliminary injunction to 
keep the law from taking effect 
until a constituiiunai challenge is 
heard. The industry group con- 
tend that the Maine Rx Program 
is unconstitutional liecause it con- 
flicts with Medicaid law. 


lowered those companies’ tax 
bills by $98 billion over the three- 
year period. 

Companies getting tax rebates 
in 1998 alone included Texaco, 

. Chevron, Pepsico, J.P. Morgan, 
Enron and General Motors, the 
report found. 

The study’s ' chief author, 
Robert S. McIntyre, said compa. 
nies lower their taxes through 
such brealtt as depredation wntc- 
offs, tax credits for research and 
development and deductions they 
take when employees exercise 
stock options. 

"We hope our findings will 
encourage lawmakers to re-exam- 
ine this important area of taxa- 
tion,” McIntyre said. 

The report also found that the 
petroleum industry paid the low- 
est lax rate from 19^98, at 12.3 
percent, followed by electronics 
at 13.1 percent, forest and paper 
products at 13.9 percent and 
transportation at 14 percent.

Sheriff candidates focus on

TWIN FALLS - Consolidating 
the Twin Falls County Sheriffs 
Office and Twin Falls Police 
Department might be a good 
idea someday, the incumbent 
sheriff and his challenger In the 
Nov. 7 election said Thursday 
night. 

But much of the discussion in 
a forum featuring Sheriff Wayne 
Touflley, an independent, and 
Republican challenger Jerry 
Packer centered on the sheriff 


department's current budget 
woes. 

One of the biggest barriers to 
consolidation would be finding a 
single building that the county 
and city could afford, Tousley 
said at the Twin Falls Area 
Chamber of Commerce-spon- 
sored forum. The bulk of the 
cost might also unfairly fall on 
the police department, which 
has significantly more money 
than the sheriffs department. 

As growth sprawls out across 
the county, a single agency 
might need “prednct” offices in 


outlying areas. Packer said. But 
at least some consolidation of 
forensic and investigative units 
could probably be accomplished 
fairly quickly, he said. 

A tight budget has hobbled 
Tousley's department since he 
took over in 1993, he said. That’s 
led to a high turnover among 
deputies. Many deputies hop 
over to the Twin Falls Police 
Department for higher wages, 
he said - ond it costs about 
$40,000 to recruit and train each 
new deputy. 

But money isn’t the only rea- 


son people seek new jobs, 
Packer said. 

Morale and benefits also play 
a big port, he said. Getting 
deputies more involved in the 
community - working with law- 
abit^g, positive people - would 
provide a welcome break from 
the typically negative nature of 
law enforcement, he said.- 
Packer repeatedly said one of 
his top priorities would be build- 
ing suonger tics with residents 
and other low enforcement 
agencies.

Hagerman looks to 
expand sewer services

HAGERMAN - The prospect 
of city sewer services on the west 
side of town might be a bit closer 
to reality. 

City council members Tuesday 
agreed to begin exploring fund- 
ing options to expo^ city sewer 
services to the west side of 
Hagerman. 

Hagerman Mayor James 
Norwood said city officials 20 
years ago didn’t believe there 
was enough development on the 
west ride to justify the expense 
of extending the services. Now, 
with more interest in developing 
the west side, city leaders decid- 
ed it was time to begin looking 
into ways of financing the pro- 
ject. 

City Attorney Phil Brown pre- 
sented council members with 
information about how to form a 
local improvement district. 
Brown explained how an LID 
enables governmental entities to 
make improvements to on area 
of the city by assessing only 
those property owners who will 
directly benefit from the 
. improvements. 

Council members will also 


investigate posrible grant oppor- , 
tunidcs. Norwood said the city 
would begin contacting local pro- 
fessional grant writers to see 
what grants are available and 
discuss grant procedures. 

“What we’re doing is trying to 
do is find the best and cheapest 
way to do this,” Norwood said. 

Also Tuesdiay, Councilman Jim 
Scojt presented the revitaliza- 
tion committee’s preliminary 
drawing of a pocket park to be 
located on South State Street, 
"he proposed park will be devel- 
oped on the city’s two lots, whefce 
a recreational vehicle dump as 
situated. Tho project includes 
leveling the property, installing a 
water system; landscaping and 
picnic tables. 

The estimated total cost is 
$9,000. To help with the cost, die 
reviu^zotion committee applied 
for a $4,044 Idaho Department 
of Lands Community 'Transpor- 
tation Enhancement grant. The 
grant will be matched with $900 
raised by tiie revitniirodon com- 
mittec, and about $4,100 in non- 
caih contributions, Scott said.

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i FAA radar computer 
ifailure grounds airliners 


■ LOS ANGELES (AP) - Air traf- 
fic controllers grounded hun- 
dreds of airliners headed into the 
Southwest on Thursday because 
of repeated failures of the radar 
computer guiding flights into tlie 

*^Wo‘re in a national ground 
stop now. All aircraft coming into 
this area will be stopped on the 
ground,” Federal Aviation 
Administration spokesman Jerry 
Snyder said after the computer 
failed for a second dmc. 

A backup system took over and 
there were no safety problems for 
aberaft in the air, Snyder said. 
The failure -was the result of a 
computer software upgrade 
‘ Wednesday night. 

“When the systems were being 
brou^t back up on line, it failed. 
It*s not accepting tlie software,” 
Snyder said. 

The backup system doesn’t 
havo'the automatic feature that 
passes off planes from one region- 
al controller to another, and 
requires a controller to manually 
type the flight information. 

The first main computer outage 
lasted 100 minutes, from 6:50 
a.m. to 8:30 a.m. The computer 
went down again at 9 a.m. and 
was restored again at 10:30 a.m., 
. but the hold on incoming flights 
was not immediately lifted. 

The radar system at the FAA’s 
Los Angeles Center, 60 miles 
north of downtown in the Mojave 
‘ Desert community of Palmdale, 
. covers most of California and 


pons of Nevada and Utah. 

In Utah; there were a few 
delays for flints heading to Los 
Angeles, but those planes were 
getting off the ground by ewly 
Thursday afternoon, said Gib 
Rokich of the Salt Lake 
Department of Airports. 

“This was a standard up^de. 
It was new software. Something is 
corrupting the system,” Snyder 
said. 

Flights were backed up at Los 
Angeles international Aiiport but 
the exact number of aircraft 
ddayed was unknown, said Gail 
Gadci, the Department of 
Airports spokeswonum. 

San Francisco International 
Airport spokesman Ron Wilson 
said about 20 flights were ground- 
ed there because of the first out- 
age.

Gunfight imperils first 
cease-fire deadline effort 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Israeli 
combat helicopters, attempting to 
rescue Jewish settlers trapped on 
a rocky West Bonk hillsid^ traded 
heavy fire with Palestinian gun- 
men in a five-hour shootout 
Thursday. Two people died and at 
least 18 were wounded. 

Israel’s prime tniiiisicr declared 
it a “gross violation” of a shaky 
truce announced two days earlier. 
Both the Palcstinihns and the 
Isra^s said the bthcr 'sidc fired 
first. 

The firefight amid the barren 
rocks of Mount Ebal, overlooking 
the West Bank town of Nablus, 
came on the eve of a Wday dead-' 
line impiKcd by both sides for end- 
ing three weeks of violence that 
has left more than 100 dead, the 
vast majority Palestinians. 

One of those killed Thursday 
was a Palestinian and the other 



was an IsracU dviUan who bled to 
death awaiting rescue. Israelis 
were especially outraged that the 
Palestinian Authority did not force 
the gunmen to retreat to allow 
Israeli rescuers access jo the 
wounded. 

The wounded included IS 
Palestinians and at least three 
Israelis, according to Palestinian 
doctors and Isnidi security offi- 
dais. 

It was not immediotely dear 
whether Isael or the Palestinians 
were backing away from the truce, 
but the shootout appeared to be a 
serious throat to the deal 
announced Tuesday at a Midoast 
summit in Egy^ .

Dreams of martyrdom keep boys on the street 


■ GAZA CITY - As it has many times in 
the past three weeks, a concge crept up 
El-Wihda Street, this time bearing the 
' body of Nabil Khater, a Palestinian 
"'policeman shot dead Tuesday in an 
'' ex^angc of gunfire with Israeli troops. 

And as has happened each time, as well, 
■' a roiling, swelling horde of boys swirled 
• around the body, their throats hoarse 
with battle cries. 

■ “AUohu Akbar,” they chanted. “God is 


"the chant. 

-In the mass of eager youngsters, 
almost crisp in his blue button-^wn 
• 'shirt, clean jeans and black gelmlled 
’■trainers, hurried Ahmed Raghcb. On his 
back, in a backpack, he lugged smooI 
"'books, but today there was no school, 
•'only the funeral and the intifada, the 
■ uprising against Israel. There were 
" stones to be thrown. 

' Ahmed, a smooth-skinned boy of IS 
(“ril be 16 in three months,” he insists) 
. is much like many of. the other young 
men who charge into btoenng clouds of 
tear gas; into' the crackling of rifles to 
fife jagged rocks at Israeli soldiers, an 
act of either insane fudliiy and dango- or 
a latter-day bravado of large proportions. 

■ “I feel Pm very brave," he said, Icim- 
ing forward on the couch in.the small liv- 
iS ing room of the third-floor apartment his 
•II parents, two brothers and one sister 
inhabit on El-Wihdu Street. “1 feel it is 
'* an honor to do this. 1 feel it is an honor to 
T die, to become a martyr."

Whether these ore words of boyish 
bombast or the fervor of belief, they arc 
echoed endlessly by the young boys who 
have taken up stones to battle t^ose tliey 
say are their oppressors, their occupiers. 

“My mom encourages me to go out 
there and throw stones," Ahmed said, 


touching his chest with his pidm. “It’s oitf 
duty to do this. Jerusalem is ours. It is 
not for the Zionists." 

For three weeks, boys like Ahmed 
have chared onto the streets of Go 2 a, a 
splinter of land driven beiwt^m Israel's 
southeastern dp and the Mcdiierranean, 


and of towns on the West Bank uj moke 
what they sec as war. In those 21 days, 
dozens of them have diqd as Israeli 
troops have fought back, determined not . . 
CO be intimidated, determined to protect 
the lands of Israel from violence It deems 
terrorist. 

On the West Bank, there were more 
stones and some injuries this week, but 
the mood had changed, and for ilie first 
time in weeks, Isracli-and Palestinian 
security officials met to discuss how to 
implement, the agreements reached by 
their leaders to quell the violence. Much 
further down the road was the peace 
process intended to end permanenUy the 
conflict between Arabs and Jews, 
between Israelis and Palestinians. 

Here in Gaza, among the boys who 
have made up the shock troops of the 
Palestinians' uprising, not only was there 
no talk of peace, there were chest-thump- 
ing and demands that the riots and con- 
flict be stepped up. 

Ahmed Ragheb in many ways personi- 
fies the mood and future of the 
Palestinian people. Above the entrance 
to the living room of his family's npart- 
ment hang two pictures, one of his elder 
brother Mohamad, who has just complet- 
ed a two-year course in Egypt to become 
a flight controller. Ttie second of Sheikh 
Hasson NasmUah, leader of the vinJent- 
ly anti-Israel guerrilla organization 
Hezbollah. 

There are other, lcs.s militant touches 
in the home, thou^: n three-foot Chinese 
folding fan painted delicately with black 
cranes and idealized waterfall^ a framed 
painting of four fuzzy white kittens, and 


for all the anti-American rhetoric that 
permeates Palestinian militancy, Coke Ls 
the, -beverage of choice. But the vein of 
memory and meoaing that rum through • 
Ahmed's home is a Wief in the right- 
eousness of the intifada. 

“I remember the first intifada,” 
Ahmed says, referring to the six years of 
violence that ended with the signing of 
the Oslo peace accords. “1 was 7, and I 
remember the tear gas and the soldiers 
chasing boys who thiw stones.” 

Until three weeks ago, however, in the 
seven years since the peace accords were 
penned, Ahmed says, he led a life he 
calls normal. “I play basketball,” he says 
eagerly. “I'm on two teams; one is a 
Christian team and One is a school team. 

"Yes, I have Christian friends. Of 
course," he soys. When asked o similar 
question, he shakes his head and Mys, 

“No. Never. I never met a Jew. Why? ’ 

He describes his father as a very reli- 
gious man who docs not tolerate misbe- 
havior. “He tells me not to do wrong 
things. Not to smoke. Not to hang out 
with bud guys. And to come home at 9 
o'clock every night.” 

Thai last admonition, though, has 
cased somewhat in recent weeks with 
the unrest. His father's devout Islamic 
beliefs have spurred Ahmed to pick up 
stones, he says. 

“I’m a normal Muslim, he says. I 
■ don't perform all the Muslim prayers. 
But he would be proud if I were a rnartyr. 

“When we’re at school, my fnends and 
me decide to go and throw stones, v^at 
was taken by force cun only be taken 
back by force.”

World Series tickets from his 
brother, Frank, then playing for 
the Milwaukee Braves. 

“I was at the last World Series 
that the Dodgers and ^mkecs 
played here in 1956 ona it was 
craiy, but it’s much more crazy 
now,” Torre said.

Foreign currencies 
hurt McDonald’s

KANSAS CITY - McDonald’s 
Corp., having told investors a 
month ago that weak foreign 
currencies would push its fiscal 
2000 earnings below market 
expectations, released third- 
quarter results Thursday thnt 
met the consensus estimate hy 
Wall Street observers. 

The world’s biggest fast-food 
company - which franchises 
locally owned resraurants in the 
Mo^c Valley - said profits in the 
quarter inched up 1 percent 
higher to $549 million, or 41 
cents per share, from $541 mil- 
lion, or 39 cents per share, dur- 
ing the same peri^ last year. 

The results met the consensus 
pre^ction of analysts surveyed 
by First Call/Thomson Financiiil, 
partly because the company 
repurchased $426 million of its 
stock' in the quarter. That 
reduced its number of shares 
outstanding by 3 percent to 1.32 
billion in the quarter ended 
Sept. 30. 

Sales rose S percent to $10.5 
billion, in line with most ana- 
lysts’ expectations, and reported 
revenues gained 9 percent to 
$3.8 billion. The inclusion of 
Donato’s Pizza and Boston 
Market restaurants, both pur- 
chased in the last year, cog- 
tribuied substantially to top-line 
growth as systemwide sales in 
non-McDonald’s concepts rose 44 
percent to $735 million. 

Excluding the Impact of weak 
currencies, earnings per share 
rose 12 percent, also in line with 
expectations and within the com- 
pany’s target of 10 to 15 percent 
constant currency growth. 

Operating profit-performance 
at the 27,500-restournnt 
McDonald’s chain, accounting 
for 93 percent of the company’s 
sales, constituted perhaps the 
only unexpected feature of 
Thursday’s report. 

As 0 percentage of revenue, 
operating income for the 
McDonald’s brand declined t'- 
33.1 percent from 35.9. percent 
last year. Operating profits 
remained relatively steady at 
$1.2 billion after most analysts 
had expeaed at least 1 to 3 per- 
cent grow^. 

The company’s shares slid to a 
two-year low in mid-September 
when it announced weak curren- 
cies, led by the euro’s decline 
against the U.S. dollar, would 
trim fiscal 2000 profits by 7 cents 
per shore. McDonald’s gamers 
r 50 to 55 percent of its sales out- 
qde tl ie Un ited States.

“Pve been selling for 45 years, 
and since voice moil has b^ome 
so prevalent, Pve just noticed a 
lot of clients get dismal results 
with yoice mail,” said Mr. 
Werth, whose company works 
with firms that have outbound 
c^ centers. **But the salespeo- 
ple con radomtlize using it for all 
kinds of reasons.” 

^ Werth set out to prove his 
theory about voice mail mes- 
sages. 

His firm used special tracking 
software to study a group of 12 
sales workers who make cold 
rniu for one of his clients. After 
monitoring tens of thousands of 
rntlc over several months, Werth 
found that telemarketers who 
l^t voice moil messages had 29 
percent lower sales than those 
who didn’t. 

Only one out of every 211 cus- 
tomers ever returns a sales call, 
he said. And fewer thim 30 per- 
cent of them buy anything. 

“The thing that we didn’t 
expect was that if you leave 
voice mail messages, then you 
are less likely to ever do busi- 
ness with that prospect," Werth 
said. 

The telemarketers who didn't 
leave messages made more oUls 
per hour, -and one out of every 
52 of their prospects bought 
something. 

The results didn’t surprise 
We^. *TJust didn’t realhe how 
tod it would be,” he said. .

But he argues that 
other methods can make sales 
workers feel that they are rak- 
ing advantage of someone 
instead of offering the cus- 
tomer a needed product. Here 
is how Wer.th’s sales model 
works: 

The soles worker’s mission is 
to determine whether there is a 
mutuully acceptable basis for 
doing business. Salespeople 
should not approach the cus- 
tomer with the intention of mok- ' 
ing a sale at any cost. 

The sales worker should 
quickly eliminate those cus- 
tomers who aren’t ready to buy. 

Sales workers should deter- 
mine if they trust and respect 
the prospective customer and 
whether that respect Is mutual. 
Sales workers must be honest 
about their product’s shortcom- 
ings and reaffirm their commit- 
ment to reaiih a mutually satis- 
factory conclusion. 

Werth argues that by using 
this method, telemarketers and 
other sales workers can increase 
not only their sales, but also 
their self-respect.

U.S. experts spot Ebola strain, arrive to hdp 


Sudan rebels 
might have 
brought Spain 

GULU, Uganda (AP) - The 
highly contagious. virus that has 
killed 41 people in Uganda has 
been identified as a strain of 
Ebola last seen in southern Sudan 
■ in 1979. U.S. experts said 
Thursday, raising speculation it 
may have been brought by 
Ugandan rebels based in Sudoa 

Pierre RoUin, the leader of a 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
team, said the virus was Ebola 
Sudan, one of two strains of the 
dca^y hemorrhagic fever. 

The finding raised the possibili- 
ty that rebels of the Lord’s 
Resistance Army may have inu^ 
duced the disease during their 
regular attacks around Gulu, 225 
miles north of Kampala. 

The rebels have been fighting a 
13-year war against President 
Yoweri Museveni’s government 
and have kidnapped thousands of 
-children and mmed them into 
sex slaves or child soldiers. 

At least 41 people have died of 
Ebola and doctors fear. 70 more 
may be Infected, said Okat 
Lokach, Gulu health dire«or. 

Despite the toll, World Health 
Organization experts praised 
local health workers for their 
efforts in controlling the disease, 
saying the outbreak was likely to 
be contained soon largely due to 
their efforts and the quick arrival 
of U.N. and U.S. health experts. 

Once the virus was identified 
as Ebola, doctors and nurses 
immediately look steps to mini- 
mize infections and o radio coni' 
paign targeted the largely rural 
and illiterate population, inform- 
ing them what precautions to 
take. "If I compare this to my pre- 
vious experiences, the facilities 
here arc ouistxmding compared to 
the dosslc Ebold situation,’' said 
•Dr. Guenacl Rodicr, the WHO 
team leader, who has worked on 
every Ebola outbreak since 1986. 

He said death ond transmission 
rates have been kept down by 
“barrier nursing” techniques in 
which health care workers wear 
surgical gear, masks, gloves and 
knee-high boots and take steps to 
avoid contamination from infect' 
cd people. 

“What was stoned a week ago 
Ls going to pay off soon,” Rodier 
said, adding tlmt government sup- 
port had auo be<m key to getting

medical supplies to Gulu. 

The first Ebola cose was admit- 
ted to Lacor Hospital in late 
September but doctors did not 
immediately make an accurate 
^agnosis. A doctor and two nurs- 
es ^cd within days. A blood stun- 
pie was then sene to South Africa 
for testing and the outbreak was 
officially confirm^ Inst Saturday. 

Since then, experts from WHO, 
aid workers from Doctors without 
Borders and investigators from 
the Atlanta-based CDC have 
advised the Ugandans. Four epi- 
demiolo^sts and two mitrobiolo- 
rists from CDC arrived Thursday, 
minging equipment to .separate 
those infected from people with 
similar symptoms, and to try to 
determine the source of die out- 
break. 

Ebola is passed through contact 
with bc^y fluids, such os mucus, 
saliva and blood, but Is not air- 
borne. The virus incubotes for 
four to 10 days before, flu-like 
symptoms set in. Eventually, the 
virus causes severe internal 
bleeding, vomiting and diarrhea. 

The outbreak in Gulu is the 
first time the disease has been 
found in Uganda. The virus is 
named after the Ebola River in 
Congo, where the first cases were 
recorded in 1976. It has also been 
recorded in Sudan, Ivory Coast 


and Gabon. 

There is no cure for Ebola, tot 
patients treated with aggressive 
rehydrntion therapy have a 
chance of survival, Rodicr said. 
T^ically, 80 pcrc^t and 90 per- 
cent of Ebola victims die, but he 
as many os SO percent of the 
patients in Gulu may recover 
because of good, early medical 
anendon. - • 

Ugandan doctors attributed the 
response to a culture that places 
emphasis on health and educa- 
tion. Uganda was home to the 
first medit^ school in East Africa 
and is the only African country' 
that has slowed HIV infection 
rates. The emphasis on reducing 
HIV - another virus carried in 
bodily fluids - prepared the 
Ugandans for Ebola. 

Dr. Felix Koducu, the medicol 
superintendent at Gulu Ho^ltaJ, 
said that once they knew whni 
they were deoling with, they 
knew what to do. He said the stoff 
were very frightened, but that 
none had fled, a common prob- 
lem in past outbreaks. 

“It’s a new experience, thcy_S'c 
never been confronted with this, 
Kaducu said. “So in a week they 
learned about (he diseose, 
learned the proper way to treat it 
and then started responding. I am 
very proud."

Sri Lanka 
bomb hits 
American 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) - 
Shortly toforc Sri Lark’s presi- 
dent installed her hew Cabinet, a 
suicide bomber blew himself up. 
Thursday, killing two other 
pie and wounding 21 - including 
three American women. 

The military said the bomber 
- was a Tamil Tiger rebel who 
hoped to attack members of 
President Chondrika 

Kumaratunga’s Cabinet. The 
president campaigned for the 
Oct. 10 parliamentary elections 
on a promise to crush the Tamil 
rebellion. 

“From now on you may-'See 
more and more rebel attacks in 
Colombo," Harry Goonetilleke, a 
former air force chief, said after 
the bombing. 

The bomber triggered explo- 
sives wrapped to his body after a 
police patrol challenged him. He 
died immediately, while a police- 
man and a civilian died later, 
said Dr. Hector Weerasingbe, 
director of the National Hospital. 

The wounded Americans were 
identified in hospital records as 
Pat Monteleone, Nansie Jubitz 
and Barbara Barker; 
Weerasingbe said they were out 
of danger. He said Barker suf- 
fered a chest wound, while the 
others suffered minor injuries. 

Two of the women VN^ere volun- 
teers for an American technical 
aid program, and the third was 
die wife of an official involved in 
the program. Hospital records 
did not ^ow the women’s home*... 
towns, and the U.S. Embassy 
declined to (pvc any details. 

“We saw a soldier with a rifle 
pointing to the park ... and then 
(WO seconds later there was a 
massive explosion and we were 
aB hurt," Jubitz told local televi- 
sion. ,
